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For Some, the Backstretch 
Is Still a Pleasure to Work 


New York. For many men, it is a 
privilege and a pleasure to work on the 
backstretch of a race track. For examples 
of workers who are more interested in 
horses than in unions. meet a couple ol 
veterans. Harry Lee and Max Bloom. 

Lee. affectionately called Lightfoot by 
friends. is a 68-year-old retired school 
teacher and athletics coach. In Jim Fitz- 
simmons’ stable he is groom to the good 
2-vear-old filly Broadway. He has a bach- 
elor’s degree in agriculture from Missouri 
University and a master’s degree in chem- 
istry. 

“I've made more money grooming and 
betting horses in my care than I have 
teaching.” he said. And I use the same 
principles in taking care of race horses 
as I did in the classroom and in coach- 
ing. Every horse | handle is like a new 
student. You have to be firm. and at the 
same time not mistreat them.” 

Lee said he got a new education working 
for Mr. Fitz. now 85-years-old. “Grooming 
race horses is also a mental relief. | gave 
up coaching and teaching because I was a 
nervous wreck at the time. Racing has 
settled me down.” 
and 
Lee never missed a day in school. 
“Guess there are not many teachers who 
can say that. Biggest comparison [ can 
make between coaching boys and horses 
is the value to both in regular instruction. 
A horse is trained like an athlete. You 
watch their feed. you give them special 
care. and train them like a runner.” 


In 34 years of teaching—science

In the track and field sports Lee was 
an accomplished performer as well as 
teacher: he still holds the state record 
in Missouri for the hammer throw. Be- 
sides coaching track and field in’ high 
school. he also coached football. 
ball. end basketball. 

At William Christman High School in 
Independence. Mo.. his teams won the 
state conference title 7 years straight in 
football. 4 times in a row in basketball. 
Among the outstanding athletes he devel- 
oped was Don Goodman. fullback for 
Florida University and holder of the 
National AAU junior low and high hur- 
dle championships.

Lee likes the race track life. “ve been 
around horses in some manner all my 
life.” he said. “My father owned and 
bred mules on our Missouri farm.” 

Lee averages $350 a month, plus bonuses 
when horses in his care win or when 
others in the barn win stakes of more than 
$20.000 in value. 


“The hours are good. too.” he said.

“There is no pressure like coaching and 
teaching. and [| don’t put in more than 
5 or 6 hours a day on the job.” 

Lee. a baldish man with a thin nose 
and penetrating brown eyes. saw service 
in France with the Fifth Marine Division 
in World War I and was wounded and 
gassed. He was awarded the Croix de 
Guerre. 

Mr. Fitz said. “Lee is very efficient and 
dependable. He loves his horses and 
handles them just like children. I wish 
I had more like him.” 

Max Bloom. 68. for many years was in 
the export-import and insurance business 
in New York City. Now he earns $250 a 
month as a hot-walker for George T. Poole. 
trainer for Alfred G. Vanderbilt. 

“T came to the conclusion,” Bloom said. 
“that to keep from starving I got to work. 


And what | like best is working with 
horses. Years ago, when my firm was 


doing a thriving business, I used to come 
to the track mornings and walk horses 
for the late Charles Trotter. He was the 
father of the racing secretary here. Tom 
Trotter. | didn’t take a nickel; Trotter 
used to pay me off in carrots.” 

When Bloom was 26. he had an interest 
in 4 horses. For how long? “As long as 
it took to break me.” 

Bloom made money. but he made some 
unwise investments. “I never accumulated 
any great wealth. because [ never did 
learn the value of money. Now that I’m 
old. I'm living on borrowed time. so why 
not try and make the best of it and en- 
joy life?” 

Bloom said he enjoyed most of all his 
freedom. “I work only 4 to 5 hours a day. 
and nights I can go to the movies. see a 
good show in New York. or just visit 
the city and stroll around the museums. 
I never had a college education, and who 
knows. someday I might attend seme night 
college specialize.” 

Bloom. small and round-shouldered, is 
known along the back-stretch for his 
homespun philosophy.

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The state of the 2-year-old colt 
division has been changing faster 
than the weather. Ridan was taken 
to Keeneland for X-ray therapy. 
Cyane sustained a fracture. Sir 
Gaylord, after a string of 4 losses, 
was put aside for the rert of the 
year. On Friday, October 27, Bert 
Mulholland announced that 
George D. Widener’s Jaipur was 
running a fever and could not be 
trained for a while. What had ap- 
peared to be an extremely formid- 
able division suddenly had 4 of 
its best runners on the sidelines. 
As a consequence, the Champagne 
Stakes winner Donut King was 
expected to be an odds-on favorite 
for the Garden State Stakes on 
November 4. 


After the Belmont Stakes and 
again after the Lawrence Realiza- 


tion, the chart said that Carry 
Back had pulled up sore. 

“My horse is not sore,” said 
Jack A. Price after the Realization 
and 2\y weeks later, on October 
28, Carry Back gave weight to 
older horses and won the 114-mile 
Trenton Handicap. 


T. V. Lark won the Santa Cata- 
lina Handicap in February and 
the Los Angeles Handicap in May, 
then lost 6 races to horses which 
last year wouldn’t have been with- 
in lengths of him. Then, after his 
sale to a syndicate headed by 
young Preston Madden, he won 
the 114-mile Hawthorne Gold Cup 
and followed this with a victory 
in the 1% -mile Knickerbocker 
Handicap. He now is bedded down 
at Laurel, where he and Kelso 
will represent the U. S. in the 


Washington, D. C., International 
on November 11. 


A new track near Canandaigua, 
in the Finger Lakes district of 
New York, is expected to be ready 
for a 100-day season beginning 
May 23, 1962. President of the 
Finger Lakes Racing Association 
is Cyrus Julien, president of Aque- 
duct until that track became a 
part of the New York Racing As- 
sociation. 


Mighty Fair, one of the busiest 
fillies in training, gave weight by 
the scale to all but the older 
Craftiness, and scored her fifth 
victory in 25 starts this year when 
she took Aqueduct’s 1 5/16-mile 
Ladies Handicap. She had won 2 
stakes earlier this year, but her 
best previous race probably was 
in the Delaware Oaks, in which 
Primonetta beat her by a nose. 


Attrition in the Ranks 


Donut Kine 
In the trials, first by 9... 
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CAMDEN. The declaration of Jai- 
pur from the Garden State Stakes, 
while it immeasurably lengthened 
Donut King’s chances, could deny 
to the California-bred runner 
some of the popular acclaim usual- 
ly associated with success in the 
rich race. 


George D. Widener’s Jaipur, 
winner of the Cowdin Stakes and 
a close second to the West Coast 
invader in the Champagne Stakes, 
was withdrawn from training last 
week by trainer Bert Mulholland, 
who explained that the colt was 
running a high temperature. 

“T think he’ll be all right,” Mul- 
holland said, “but I don’t want to 
take any chances with him. He is 
too nice a horse for that. He could 
be all right in a few days, but we’d 
have missed an important work. 
... I'll freshen him and then take 
him to Florida for the winter.” 


Jaipur was the fourth high- 


Crimson SATAN 
and first by 7 lengths. 
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ranked 2-year-old to leave the 
scene ahead of schedule. Undefeat- 
ed Ridan, the first to go, now is 
at Keeneland undergoing X-ray 
therapy for a knot (first thought 
to be a splint) on the outside of 
his right fore leg. Cyane fractured 
a bone after his success in the Fu- 
turity, and Sir Gaylord, the mid- 
summer favorite for the year-end 
ercwn, Was taken out of training 
for a rest, the need for which had 
been indicated by 4 consecutive 
losses. 

The consequences of this attri- 
tion in what had seemed to be an 
excellent crop of 2-year-olds were 
made abundantly clear on Satur- 
day, October 28, when Garden 
State Park offered 2 1-1/16-mile 
races for Garden State candidates. 
Twenty-three hopefuls turned out, 
with results that must have given 
pause to most of their owners and 
trainers. Crimson Satan won the 
first of the trials by 7 lengths, 
and Donut King won the second 
by 9. 

Crimson Satan, a Spy Song 
colt owned by the Crimson King 
Farm of Peter Salmen Jr., had 
run a good fourth in the Cham- 
pagne, being beaten only 2 lengths. 
Ranged against him at Garden 
State were 11 runners, of which 
only Su Ka Wa had won or even 
placed in stakes. Crimson Satan, 
favored at 11 to 10, ran third to 
Su Ka Wa and Pinsetter to the 
top of the stretch, went ahead at 
the eighth-pole, and won in a 
breeze. Pinsetter, a Royal Coinage 
colt competing in an added-money 
event for the first time, held sec- 
ond by a neck over Decidedly, a 
Determine colt which had shipped 
in from Belmont Park with a rec- 
ord of 2 wins in 6 starts. 

Time for Crimson Satan’s race 
was 1:4415. The time in Donut 
King’s race was 1:4445. The lat- 
ter, however, had had an even 
easier time of it, although his op- 
position had promised to be the 
more formidable. 

Ten others were out to do busi- 
hess with the Determine colt, and 
among them were Obey, second in 
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Jaipur’s Cowdin, and Green Tic- 
ket, winner of the World’s Play- 
ground Stakes. Green Ticket set 
the pace, but Donut King zoomed 
past him high in the stretch, 
opened 2 lengths at the eighth- 
pole, and added 7 more before 
the finish. 

Donut King, sixth foal of the 
unraced Strayed, by *Bull Dog, 
was bred by F. C. and C. H. Bishop 


and sold to Verne H. Winchell Jr. 
for $16,000 at the 1960 Del Mar 
sales. 

Crimson Satan, fifth foal of the 
Chilean race mare *Papila, was 
bred by Salmen at Crimson King 
Farm, Lexington, went 
through the 1960 Keeneland sum: 
mer sales, where he was knocked 
down to Preston Madden for 
$13,700. 


The Not-So-Sore Horse 


“How’s that for a sore horse?” 
asked Jack A. Price after Carry 
Back’s defeat of older horses in 
the 114-mile Trenton Handicap. 

Price’s plucky little colt, un- 
questionably the best of his gener- 
ation up to 1!4 miles, had lost 3% 
in a row before the Trenton, run- 
ning unplaced to Oink in the 
United Nations Handicap, third 
to Kelso in the Woodward Stakes, 
and third to Sherluck in the 1°%%- 
mile Lawrence Realization. 

After the Realization the chart- 
caller reported that Carry Back 
had “pulled up sore.” Price de- 
nied it—‘“I knew, as soon as I put 
bandages on Carry Back, some- 
body would comment”—just as he 
had contradicted an_ allegation 
that the colt was sore after the 
Belmont Stakes. Carry Back had 
nicked an ankle in the Belmont, 
but the injury did not impair his 
action until after the race, when 
the spot became infected. 

Price was more than a little 
piqued by those who thought Car- 
ry Back’s loss to Sherluck in the 
Realization was attributable to 
soreness. It puzzled him that any- 
one would think him so insensitive 
to his responsibilities as a trainer. 
Jockey John Sellers offered the 
most plausible explanation of Car- 
ry Back’s loss when he said that 
Carry Back could not run that far. 

Except for Nickel Boy and Di- 
vine Comedy, the horses Carry 
Back encountered in the Trenton 
had shown their best form at less 
than 114 miles. 

Carry Back and Ambiopoise, the 
only 3-year-olds in the race, each 


had 120 pounds, top weight by the 
scale, and they were first and sec- 
ond choices. The front-running 
Intentionally (124), to which they 
conceded a pound, promised to pro- 
vide the stiffest opposition, because 
of his class at shorter distances. 

The 5-year-old_ Intentionally, 
which 2 weeks before had taken the 
Quaker City Handicap, scoring at 
9 furlongs for the first time, set the 
pace, and at the top of the stretch 
he was engaged by Ambiopoise. 
The 2 went stride for stride down 
the stretch, past the eighth-pole, 
past the  sixteenth-pole, when 
Carry Back loomed up on the out- 
side. For a moment it was all even 
—Intentionally on the rail, Ambio- 
poise close at his side, and 
Carry Back. Then the favorite 
pulled ahead and angled slightly 
toward the rail. Bill Hartack, on 
Ambiopoise, snatched up on the 
reins. Carry Back won by a half- 
length from Intentionally, and it 
was another 114 lengths to Ambio- 
poise. 

Hartack cried foul against 
Sellers and Carry Back, but the 
stewards, after seeing the film and 
interviewing the riders, decided 
that Ambiopoise himself had been 
guiity of an infraction. The films 
showed that Ambiopoise had 
lugged in on Intentionally before 
Carry Back joined them. 

Carry Back’s time was a fair 
2:03. The quarters were run in 
12375, :2345, :2415, :2515, and 
:262;5. Carry Back, about 8 lengths 
off the pace during the early 
stages, had started his rally at the 
half-mile pole, where the pace was 
slackening perceptibly.

New York. The Knickerbocker Handi- 
cap. a mid-week feature on the grass at 
Aqueduct. proved 2 things: John Long- 
den at 54 is still an excellent race rider. 
and T. V. Lark at 4 is once again a form- 
idable runner. 

Longden. performing like a broth of 
a lad. fought off a belated bid by Nasomo 
to win by a nose while setting a new 
American turf course record for 15% miles. 
The time was 2:40. T. V. Lark was win- 
ner No. 5.556 for Longden. 

In the dressing room after the race. 
Longden dressed hurriedly while answer- 
ing questions for reporters. He said the 
Knickerbocker was his seventh straight 
win, after 2 in Chicago, 2 at Bay Mead- 
ows, 2 at Fresno. It was good to be back 
at Aqueduct, “where Mr. Fitz taught me 
many tricks.” He was flying back to 
California, but would return to ride T. V. 
Lark in the Washington, D. C.. Inter- 
national. 

The fact that T. V. Lark was invited 
to the International is illustrative of the 
swiftness with which fortunes can change 
in racing. In the summer of 1960 he was 
among the best runners in action. He 
swept the Arlington Classic. American 
Derby. and Washington Park Handicap. 
then went on to win the United Nations 
Handicap against one of the toughest 
fields assembled all year. 

The U. N. was the best of 6 straight 
victories, but then he lost his form. He’d 
win a race, then lose several before scor- 


ing again. He won the Santa Catalina 
Handicap on February 2, lost his next 4 
races. and won the Los Angeles Handi- 
cap. on May 20. After the Los Angeles 
he encountered the severest drought in 
his busy career. He couldn’t win at any 
distance. John William beat him at 615 
furlongs: Currock. Chief of Chiefs. and 
*Tudorich took his measure in 3. races 
at a mile; and *Tudorich again beat him 
at a mile and three-sixteenths. 

Then for some reason—trainer Paul 
Parker couldn't explain it—T. V. Lark 
came to himself again. He won the 114- 
mile Hawthorne Gold Cup. and in his 
next start. on October 25, he took the 
15.-mile Knickerbocker Handicap. An in- 
vitation to join Kelso as the U. S. Repre- 
sentative to the Washington. D. C.. Inter- 
national was accepted by young Preston 
Madden. who in September had bought 
the colt for $600.000 on behalf of a syn- 
dicate. 

*Zumbador II, front-running winner of 
Keeneland’s 9-furlong Fayette Handicap. 
set the pace to the far turn, then fell 
back. Wise Ship had a turn on the lead. 
but T. V. Lark overtook him near the 
sixteenth-pole and stood off Nasomo to 
win by a nose. 

Nasomo. a 5-year-old *Nasrullah horse 
owned by the Pine Tree Stable. trailed 
all but one horse for a mile, drifted ex- 
tremely wide going into the stretch, and 
but for this might have won the race.

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ments made last week after the 3 mem- 
hers of the New York State Racing Com- 
mission had inspected still incom- 
plete stands and stables. Earlier hopes 
that the plant would be ready for its in- 
augural meeting in the fall of 1961 were 
abandoned some time ago. 

After the commissioners. Ashley T. 
Cole. Edmond M. Hanrahan. and Joseph 
\, Gimma. had seen the track and met 
with executives. chairman Cole said. “We 
are prepared to let the track have 100 
straight days of racing starting May 23.” 
The application for dates has not been 
filed. With racing 6 days a week. the 100 
days would run through Saturday. Sep- 
tember 15. 

The grandstand for the $6.000.000 
plant was expected to be completed by 
the end of 1961. about 7 years after for- 
mulation of plans for the track began. 
Designed by Arthur Froelich. the stand 
is to have seating capacity for 4.200 per- 
sons. and supplementary seats are expect- 
ed to accommodate another 3.000. Track 
officials have estimated that an average 
attendance of 6.500 will be enough to 
support the operation. The plant includes 
stalls for 832 horses and motel-type living 
quarters for about 200 grooms. 

Meeting with the racing commissioners 
on October 25 were Cyrus Julien. presi- 
dent of the Finger Lakes Racing Associ- 
ation; Luke H. O’Brien, president of Can- 
andaigua Enterprises; Milton A. Abelove. 
secretary of both organizations: Thomas 
F. Judson, vice president of Canandaigua 
Enterprises; John Reed. president of 
John B. Pike and Sons; Arnold Krakow- 
er, M. Duke Manacher, and Leonard M. 
Tuttman. directors of the racing associa- 
tion. 

About $1.500.000 of the track’s cost 
was subscribed by the original investors. 
Another $4,000,000 was to be raised by 
the sale of stock and 7 per cent converti- 
ble bonds, first offered as a package but 
now selling separately. The stock is now 
selling over the counter for about $5 a 
share.

Russia Sending Top 4-Year-Olds 
For the International at Laurel 


The Russian team in the tenth running 
of the Washington. D. C.. International, 
at Laurel Race Course on November 11. 
will be the 4-year-olds Zabeg and Irtish. 
Zabeg finished third to Bald Eagle and 
Harmonizing in last year’s International. 
and would have been moved up to second 
place. the Laurel stewards said afterward, 
if jockey Nikolai Nasibov had lodged a 
protest. 

Zabeg has won 3 races this year and 
has finished no worse than fourth in seven 
starts. His principal victories were in the 
2.000-meter Kiev Prize. at the interna- 
tional meeting at the Moscow Hippodrome 
on August 16, and in the 2.414-meter (115- 
mile) Moscow Hippodrome Prize at Lvov 
on October 8. In the Lvov race. a test 
designed to select a candidate for the 
Laurel International. Zabeg ran the 114 
miles in 2:2925 and defeated the best 3- 
year-olds of the season. Registrator and the 
Soviet Derby winner Expert. 

The one occasion when Zabeg finished 
out of the first 3 this year was in a 
2.400-meter international race at the Hop- 
pegarten course in East Berlin on July 
30. His failure on that occasion was at- 
tributed to bad behavior at start. 
Ahead of him at the finish were the 3- 
year-old) Expert. the Russian horse Za- 
dorny. and the German horse Marino. 

Irtish. like Zabeg. was among last 
year’s best 3-year-olds. This year he has 
won 4 of his 6 races. placed once. and 
finished fourth to Zabeg. Registrator. and 
Expert at Lvov. His most notable victory 
was in the XIII International Race Meet- 
ing Prize. at 2.400 meters. on August 20. 

Seasoned older horses were selected to 
represent the USSR at Laurel this year. 
but the Russian turf was graced by 2 
excellent 3-year-olds. Expert. the best of 
last year’s 2-year-olds, maintained his su- 
premacy in the Soviet Derby and at Ber- 
lin. but on August 27 was beaten easily 
at 2.800 meters by Registrator on a muddy 
track. with the 6-year-old Zadorny a dis- 
tant third. In the 115-mile international 
trial at Lvov on October 8. he was third 
to Zabeg and Registrator, beaten nearly 
5 lengths in very fast time. and about 
2 lengths ahead of Irtish, which finished 
fourth in the field of 6 runners. 

Registrator, aside from these 2 races 
in which he finished ahead of Expert, won 
the 1.800-meter Bucharest Prize at the 
Moscow international meeting of August 
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16. defeating Ebonit and the Czechoslovak- 
ian 3-year-old Tsezar. 

Best of the 2-year-olds at Moscow was 
Effect, which won 3 of the principal races 
at Moscow and also won a_ 1,200-meter 
international test at Berlin on July 30. 
beating the East German fillies Imme and 
Silberrose and others. Zatok. an Agregat 
colt which finished second to Effect 3 
times at Moscow. defeated Effect by 2 
lengths in the 1.200-meter Sofia Prize on 
August 13, but was beaten 9 lengths when 
the 2 colts met again 2 weeks later at 
1.500 meters on a muddy track.

Molvedo in *Ribot's Footsteps 


Rome. The Razza Ticino’s 3-year-old 
Molvedo achieved what 99 per cent of 
racing correspondents deemed impossible, 
when he turned back the French crack 
Right Royal to win Europe’s richest race, 
the Prix de Arc de Triomphe. by a con- 
vincing 2 lengths. with the greatly im- 
proved Misti half a length away third and 
a short neck ahead of Sir Winston Church- 
ill’s fine 4-year-old High Hat. Form work- 
ed out remarkably well. for the French 
St. Leger winner Match was fifth and 
last year’s Arc de Triomphe winner Puis- 
sant Chef sixth. 

Molvedo thus emulated his great sire 
*Ribot. who won the Are in 1955 and 
1956, and as is so often the case. compari- 
sons are now being made between them. 
In all fairness to Molvedo it would be 
best to wait and see how he fares as a 
4-year-old when he will face the difficult 
task of taking on the best of Europe’s 3- 
year-olds in the King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth Stakes in July and the 
Prix de Are de Triomphe again next fail. 

At the moment he is the undisputed 
champion of Europe and perhaps the best 
3-year-old in the world, but it is this 
writer’s considered opinion that there was 
only one *Ribot and we very much doubt 
whether we will see another one in our 
lifetime. In the first place Molvedo has 
not got the physical requisites of his fa- 
mous sire. Inclined to be a bit on the 
leg. he lacks the terrific girth of *Ribot 
and is far from impressive behind the 
saddle. His hocks and hindquarters leave 
a lot to be desired but we are not con- 
demning him on this point, because the 
complaint which kept him off the track 
until July may have retarded his develop- 
ment. 

Two of the main points that Molvedo 
has inherited from *Ribot are his mag- 
nificent long stride and his will to win.

To me the most amazing part of his Arc 
de Triomphe victory was the fact that in 
the last 2 furlongs Right Royal. Misti. 
High Hat. and Match were all under the 
whip while Enrico Camici was helping 
Molvedo along under a hand ride. Camici 
rode the same sort of race on *Ribot and 
it would be interesting to know how much 
daylight *Ribot and Molvedo would have 
put between themselves and their respec- 
tive opponents had they both been under 
the whip in the last furlong. 

The usual rumors are in circulation 
about the future of Molvedo. but we rather 
think that Signora Bianca Verga will re- 
fuse all offers to sell her champion. at 
least until he has had the chance of rac- 
ing at 4 years. In any case it is doubtful 
whether the Ministry of Agriculture would 
allow the colt to be exported until he had 
3 covering seasons in Italy. The tempta- 
tion to sell must be strong. for with the 
exception of the $130.000 won by Sedan 
in 3 seasons of racing, the Razza Ticino 
has not been in the big prize money. and 
a stud and stable of this size entail a con- 
siderable amount of private capital being 
plowed back each year. 


Premio del Jockey Club 


Molvedo set the seal on his greatness 
when he won the Gran Premio del Jockey 
Club at Milan in the record time of 
2:2845. beating the record of his grand- 
sire Tenerani. which won the race in 1947 
in 2:29. 

The fact that the record was broken 
was due in no little part to the terrific 
pace set by the 5-year-old Rio Marin. 
which had won the Jockey Club the pre- 
ceding year. After a false start. Rio Marin 
went to the front with Molvedo and Nuria 
in close attendance. and the big chestnut 
5-year-old was still in front with just 
over 21% furlongs to go. 

Camici then took Molvedo up to the 
leader, but it took over half a- furlong 
before the younger horse could get his 
head in front. From then on it became 
a matter of margin. With Camici giving 
him a strong hand ride. Molvedo passed 
under the wire 4 lengths ahead of Rio 
Marin. with the French 3-year-old Okay 
II putting in a strong finish to take third 
place. 114 lengths behind Rio Marin. The 
crack filly Nuria was ridden into the 
ground for the first mile. and she faded 
badly in the final 2 furlongs to finish 8 
lengths behind Okay II. The Gran Premio 
di Milano winner and St. Leger runner-up 
Mexico was outpaced from the start. and 
he finished a bad seventh. just in front 
of his stablemate Tudor II. 

On the eve of the race. Signora Bianca 
Verga had stated that Molvedo would be 
retired to the stud after the Jockey Club. 
Three days later there was a change of 
plans and at a press conference Signora 
Verga made the following statement:

“We have given the problem of the fu- 
ture of Molvedo much thought and have 
come to the decision that it is too early 
to retire him to the stud and that he 
should race again at 4 years. He will not 
be given a severe campaign. but since he 
is being compared with his sire *Ribot 
and his grandsire Tenerani. it is only 
fair to the colt to give him the opportu- 
nity to win as many prestige races as 
possible. His 2 main objectives in 1962 
will be the King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot in July and a 
second try at the Are de Triomphe in Oc- 
tober. After that we will talk about re- 
tiring him to stud.” 


The Pedigree 


Molvedo has a beautifully blended pedi- 
gree of stamina and speed, and he traces 
back on the distaff side to Pearl Maiden. 
one of the most famous broodmares of 
this century. Molvedo is inbred to Pharos 
in the fourth generation and to Havresac 
II in the fourth and fifth. He is the sixth 
foal of the moderate race mare Maggio- 
lina. which had previously bred the very 
fast filly Maenza, winner at 2 years of 
the Criterium Varesina. Premio Eupili. 
and the Triennale. and third behind 
*Ribot in the Criterium Nazionale. 


The second dam. Murcia, was bred by 
Razza del Soldo and sold to the Razza 
Ticino, for whom she bred 4 modest win- 
ners before being exported to Venezuela 
in 1951. Her dam. Muci. was imported 
from England as a foal and she was a 
winner of 6 races and was second in the 
Premio Elena, Muci was a prolific winner 
producer and one of her daughters. Mi- 
rinda. bred the Premio Elena winner 
Meda. The fourth dam was Pearl Maiden. 


Olimpio’s Gran Criterium 


The furore surrounding Molvedo has 
rather dimmed other important events in 
Italy, but mention must be made of the 
Gran Criterium run at San Siro, Milan. 
over 71% furlongs. The race proved to be 
a debacle for the sprint-bred fillies Beth- 
ania. Fleur de Venise. and Alibella. It 
was won by the Razza La Novella’s nice 
dark bay colt Olimpio. which was scoring 
his second success in 5 outings. Olimpio 
hit the front 2 furlongs from home and 
won by 6 lengths from the Triennale 
winner Sesano. which was 215 lengths in 
front of the Premio del Dado winner Eton. 

Like Molvedo. Olimpio is one of the 
first produce of a son of Tenerani. his 
sire being the fine stayer Tissot. The 
dam. Oria. has already produced the good 
filly Oga Magoga and the dual Gran 
Premio Citta di Varese winner Origano. 
Olimpio has all the makings of a top-class 
3-year-old. Present plans are for him to 
run in the 1-mile Premio Tevere at Rome 
on November 19.

Summer Fair's Cup 


SypNeEY. Classic performances leave 
little doubt that Summer Fair has a fu- 
ture to compare with Tulloch’s — past. 
After winning the £10.000 AJC Derby 
from Blue Era and King Brian. he ran 
third to King Brian in the 1-mile Caul- 
field Guineas and capped all this with a 
brilliant victory in the £15.000 Caulfield 
Cup. 11% miles. He won £10.000 and a 
gold cup worth £350. 


Favored King Brian had to be with- 
drawn from the cup a few days before 
the race. 


Hot favorite on the course was Lord 
Fury. which in his previous start had 
trounced Valerius in the weight-for-age, 
1'4-mile Colin Stephen Stakes. at Rand- 
wick. by a dozen lengths. Lord Fury 
dropped from 126 pounds to 104 at Caul- 
field, and he was hailed as a “handicap- 
ping certainty” to snare the big prize, 
but. as happens so often in racing, the 
certainty was conquered. Actually Sum- 
mer Fair. a year younger than Lord Fury, 
was conceding him a pound, and it was 
a real triumph that the colt was able to 
overtake the favorite not far from the line 
to win running away. 


Hero of the Cup was Dhaulagiri., which 
with 132 pounds was giving Summer Fair 
27 pounds. He showed bulldog courage 
to finish close in third place. He was 
checked at a critical stage and was fin- 
ishing with customary determination in 
the home stretch. 


Of the 17 others. the Sydney  stayers 
Sharply. Valerius. and Gemstone were 
big disappointments. It is not surprising 
now that. despite a 7-pound penalty. tak- 
ing his impost to 111, Summer Fair heads 
the quotes for the £20,000 Melbourne 
Cup. with Blue Lodge (a failure in the 
Caulfield Cup) and another New Zea- 
lander. Rural Loch. on the second line. 
Following them are Lord Fury and last 
year’s Melbourne Cup winner. the mare 


Hi Jinx. 


Of the last 9 Caulfield Cups 8 have 
been won by New Zealand-bred animals, 
and it would not surprise if the sister 
dominion carried on the good work in 
the big race at Flemington. To win that 
race with 111, Summer Fair would need 
to equal the feat of Newhaven, a 3-year- 
old which won the Cup with the same 
weig htin 1896. Several outstanding colts, 
including Phar Lap and Manfred. failed 
to win the Melbourne with less 
weight than is to be carried by Summer 
Fair. but of course. records are made to 
be broken.

It Was a Record-Breaking 
Year of Keeneland Sales 


The Breeders’ Sales Company _ last 
week topped off a record-breaking year 
by selling 456 horses for $1.858.000 at 
the Keeneland pavilion. The gross for 3 
days of auctions of breeding stock ex- 
ceeded the previous record of $1.755.100 
established in 1953. The average. $4,075. 
was the second-highest in the 18 years 
the co-operative organization has conduct- 
ed sales of breeding stock. 

The market for broodmares was excep- 
tionally strong: 330 head brought $1.- 
502.100. average $4.552. A higher gross 
and higher average had been recorded 
at Keeneland. in 1953. when Hal Price 
Headley’s large and flourishing stud was 
dispersed. 

Lloyd P. Tate’s 9 broodmares were dis- 
persed this year at the Tuesday night 
auction for an average price of $30,344. 
This average for a single consignment 
had been exceeded only once. in 1949, 
when the mares sold by the estate of 
Crispin Oglebay made an average of $34.- 
222. 

A total of 117 weanlings went through 
the ring for $324,900. and the $2.777 av- 
erage constituted a new record in this 
category, superseding the $2,497 average 
in 1945.

Odds and Ends from the Keeneland Sale 


The auctions conducted by the Breed- 
ers’ Sales Company at Keeneland last 
week attracted what appeared to be the 
largest group of buyers ever assembled 
for a sale of Thoroughbred stock in Ken- 
tucky. Hotels and motels in the Lexington 
area were filled. There were not enough 
seats in the sales pavilion to accommodate 
all the buyers who had presented requests 
to William S. Evans, general manager of 
the sales company. On some occasions at 
the summer yearling sales there had been 
larger numbers of persons in and around 
the pavilion, but many of these were spec- 
tators. Last week’s crowd was bent on 
business, and perhaps as a result of this 
fact, the auctioneers had much less trouble 
than usual from thé noise generated by 
conversation in the audience. 


Many of the larger bidders were drawn 
by the dispersal of mares and weanlings 
owned by Lhoyd P. Tate. They set the 
highest valuation on the 5-year-old Fiji, 
winner of the Alcibiades Stakes and City 
of Miami Beach Handicap, in foal to 
*Turn-to. Bidding opened at $30,000 and 
rose at once to $50,000, by which time 
several bidders, including Michael Motion 
(for Mrs. J. D. Burgwin), were out of the 
running. A. B. Hancock Jr. stopped after 
offering $50,000. MacKenzie Miller, bid- 
ding for Charles W. Engelhard, went on 
to $61,000. At that point Al Cofield, man- 
ager of Mrs., Parker B. Poe’s Shawnee 
Farm at Harrodsburg, Ky.. offered a $1,000 
raise—his first bid. E. V. Benjamin, acting 
for Richard K. Punches and S. B. Serios, 
went to $63,000, and the hammer fell after 
Cofield’s bid of $64,000. 


Principal bidders on Tate’s 8-year-old 
mare Beyond, winner of the Acorn Stakes, 
in foal to Venetian Way, were Charlton 
Clay and his nephew A. B. Hancock Jr. 
They were seated in the same row, each 
apparently unaware that the other was 
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bidding. and the auctioneers and the 
crowd were openly amused by the inter- 
necine contest. Hancock got the mare at 
$22,100. 


Maryland breeder H. A. Love, owner of 
the successful jumper Peal, was acting as 
agent in buying the 7-year-old Behavior 
for $29,000 from the Tate consignment. 
(The daughter of Count Fleet is out of 
Obedient, whose 2-year-old son, Obey, was 
second in the Washington Park Futurity 
and Cowdin Stakes.) Love was acting for 
his own acceunt at Keeneland last fall 
when he paid $14.700 for *Boudoir II, dam 
of Your Host and great-granddam of Bowl 
of Flowers. He reported that the 23-year- 
old mare last spring dropped a sister to 
Your Host. sire of Kelso. 


Ed Hmura, after having all his earlier 
bids topped, got 3 mares in about 40 min- 
utes at the Wednesday night session: 
Alpenrose, in foal to One Count. from Mr. 
and Mrs. Cortright Wetherill’s Happy Hill 
Farm. at $18.000; Nayantara at $3,000 and 
War Jade. in foal to *Court Martial, at 
$13.300 from the estate of Lawrence E. 
Jones. These were all prospective mates 
for the Owen Tudor stallion *Brecon Bea- 
cons, which stands at Hmura’s Bellmeade 
Farm, Lemont, IIl. 


Auctioneer George Swinebroad got an 
unsolicited agreement from the audience 
at one point in the Wednesday night auc- 
tion. The bidding on a choice offering 
had stopped at $39,000. Swinebroad drop- 
ped his voice and said, “I know $39,000 is 
a good price for a broodmare, but if that’s 
all you'll give—then maybe we've sold 
some a little high.” Out of the audience 
came the voice of W. T. Pascoe. “You 
bet.” he said. Pascoe. who stands the 
Richmond Handicap winner Prize Host 
at his Rancho Los Cerritos in California, 
was quite aware that the market was high. 
“I bid $25.000 on a mare and turned to 


ask a man what he thought she was 
worth, but before I could ask, she’d gone 
to $30,000.” 


Among the numerous newcemers yen- 
turing into the market was William §. 
Johnson, who sells Chevrolets and Cad- 
illacs in Berwick, Pa., and owns Bell Bend 
Farm in a bend of the Susquehanna River 
near Berwick. Johnson’s first Thorough- 
bred purchase was *Frasquita II, from 
L. S. MacPhail’s sale last May. He got 
his second mare, Shady Nook, from the 
Claiborne Farm consignment Wednesday 
night. He expects to have the mares coyer- 
ed in Kentucky and to sell the offspring as 
yearlings. 


The state of the market and the cosmo- 
politan nature of the buyers reminded 
Howard Rouse of another Keeneland fall 
sale a few years ago. Rouse went to the 
barn to check on the yearlings King Ranch 
had just sold. A man came up and asked 
to see a colt he had just bought. “I’m from 
California.” the man said. “How do I get 
him out there?” When told how to get 
him out there. the buyer said, “I couldn't 
think of that. I'll trade in my car for a 
truck and take him out myself.” As he 
was about to walk away, the new owner 
paused and asked. “By the way, what do 
you feed them?” (The man did trade his 
car for a truck. He hauled the yearling 
to California, fed him well enough to 
win a couple of races the next year.) 


Carl G. Rose, pioneer in the develop- 
ment of Thoroughbred breeding in Flor- 
ida, remained for the sales after attend: 
ing the NASRC’s Uniform Rules Commit- 
tee meeting. He had no speeches about 
the matter, but he “just happened” to 
have in his pocket a map of the Ocala 
area for anyone who expressed an inter 
est. The map gave the locations of 52 
farms within 15 miles of the “Thorough:
